This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS), dated and received by this office on December 13, 201 1. You are 
seeking a copy of any initial FOIA requests, processing documents regarding that request, and 
the resulting responsive documents to any requests received from US Senator Ron Wyden or his 
office relating to Operation In Our Sites, domain seizures, or dajazl.com. You mentions the 
request is specifically mentioned in the article:

We conducted a comprehensive search of the Executive Correspondence Tracking System for 
records that would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we were unable to locate or 
identify any responsive records. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal this determination that no 
records exist within Privacy Office that would be responsive to your request. Should you wish to 
do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 60 days of the date of this 
letter, to: Associate General Counsel (General Law), U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 
Washington, D.C. 20528, following the procedures outlined in the DHS FOIA regulations at 6 
C.F.R. § 5.9. Your envelope and letter should be marked "FOIA Appeal." Copies of the FOIA 
and DHS regulations are available at www.dhs.gov/foia . 

We have also determined that the information you are seeking may be under the purview of the 
U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE). Therefore, I am referring your request to the 
FOIA Officer for ICE, Catrina Pavlik-Keenan, for processing and direct response to you. You 
may contact that office in writing at U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement, 500 
12thStreet, S.W., Stop 5009, Washington, D.C. 20536-5009 or via telephone at 202-732-0600. 

The Office of Government Information Services (OGIS) also mediates disputes between FOIA 
requesters and Federal agencies as a non-exclusive alternative to litigation. If you are requesting 



access to your own records (which is considered a Privacy Act request), you should know that 
OGIS does not have the authority to handle requests made under the Privacy Act of 1974 If you 
wish to contact OGIS, you may email them at ogis@nara.gov or call 1 -877-684-6448. 

Provisions of the FOIA allow us to recover part of the cost of complying with your request In 
this instance, because the cost is below the $ 1 4 minimum, there is no charge.
